A, W. Todd, Agriculture 
Commissioner, has anno- 
unced that three divisions 
of the Department of Agri- 
culture will be moved from 
Montgomery to Elba, Cull- 
man and Birmingham, Todd 
predicts that the move \, ‘| 
save the state $2,500 a 
month in travel expenses 
as well as keep his cam- 
paign promise to ‘‘bring 
\the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to the people.” 

The commissioner dis- 
closed Saturday that the 
hog division will be sta- 
tioned here in Elba. The 
poultry inspection division 
has been divided into broil- 
er and egg divisions to 
better serve what heterm- 
ed the nation’s ‘‘fastest 
growing poultry industry.’’ 

Todd said the broiler 
division will be headquar- 
tered at Birmingham. The 
state’s poultry disease re- 
search program will be 
conducted at the modern 
research laboratory in Al- 
bertville. 

Todd said he hopes the 
broiler, egg and hog di- 
vision can be moved to 
their new locations in the 
next two weeks. He said 
he had no plans for moving 
other Agriculture Depart- 
ment divisions because 
other agricultural indus- 
tries are not centrally lo- 
cated as are the three af- 
fected. 

Todd stated that 75 per 
cent of the hog industry 
is within 100 miles of Elba, 
ninety per cent of the broil - 
er industry located within 
190 miles of Cullman, 
Birn:ingham was chosenas 
headquarters for the egg 
division because more than 
the eggs shipped in 
are inspected

Employers Must 
File Quarterly 
Wages Report 


Employers have until Jan- 
uary 31, 1963, to file quarter- 
ly social security reports on 
wages paid their employees 
during October, November, 
and December 

Failure to prepare correct 
and timely reports may cause 
loss of benefits or delay in 
receipt of payments due the 
employee and his family at 
the time of retirement, disa- 
bility, or death, 

Employees of aregular trade 
or business must have their 
earnings reported even though 
the total wages are small, 
Domestic employees and other 
household workers who work 
in a private home must have 
their cash earnings reported 
if they are paid cash wages 
of $50 or more, by one em- 
ployer, during the calendar 
quarter, 

The report should show the 
employee’s complete name, 
correct social security ac- 
count number, and the amount 
of wages paid during the 
quarter. 

Employers who have ques- 
tions about their quarterly 
social security reports should 
get in touch with the Internal 
Revenue Office. Social se 
curity information can be ob- 
tained by calling or visiting 
your social security district 
office located at 404 South 
Oates Street, Dothan, Ala- 
bama.

The inside of this model 
home is simply furnished in 
replica of furnishings used 
in the old Roman homes that 
were gleaming with tile and 
marble, and with paintings 
decorating the walls. 

Roman guests were re- 
ceived in,Atrium (reception 
rooms) in elaborate homes, 
as this model. Just out of 
Atrium are the extra rooms 
such as bedrooms and dining 
rooms. You will find a gar- 
den of unusual beauty at the 
back of the patio (Peristy- 
lium) with rooms or shops 
off from it. In these shops 
you will find drapes made by 
the girls, rugs, togas, tunics, 
burro laden with his cargo. 

Miniature people in Roman 
dress are found sitting or 
standing, very life like, in 
this model home, Roman 
dress: like that of the Greek 
was draped over the body. 
Both men and women wore 
lunics, a short sleeved gar- 
ment that hung to the knees. 
A cloak was worn outside. 
The girls have provided the 
dishes and genuine wine for 
the Romans and their guests. 
A little boy with his turtle is 
an unusual point of interest 
in the court. 

The outside of the model. 
house, like the real Roman 
home of long ago, presents a 
simple appearance, but one 
glance on the inside shows 
how these girls have spent 
from 20 to 30 hours outside 
of class working on this pro- 
ject. 

There is a very real pool 
in the patio. The water for 
the pool was furnished by 
rain. As it rained, it was 
caught in the pool as it fell 
through an opening through 
the roof. 

This work of art is on dis- 
play in the Latin II Room of 
Kinston High School and the 
girls would be pleased to 
have anyone drop by to view 
it.
